BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan. 17.—Besides being 
the best looking kidlet among the royal lads of 
Hurope and a lively boy from his first mundane 
appearance, Little Prince Leopold, heir to the 
throne of Belgium, figuratively staggering under 
the ponderous title of the Duke de Brabant, has 
recently imperiously decided that he wants more 
distinction than would merely fall to a king of 
the earth. He also wants to be a king of the 
air. 

As between a throne on the brow of the earth 
and a seat in an aeroplane, young Leopold says 
he prefers to be king of the air. He doesn’t think 
half as much of the other kingship, although 
sinec a little while after leaving the cradle high- 
browed tutors have beén constantly educating 
him for his exalted position and latterly his 
father has been giving him lessons in sovereign- 
ty. The fact is, he says, he wants to be an avia- 
tor and nothing else. 

The youngster entered upon his thirteenth year 
in November and for some time has taken the 
keenest interest in flying. His father naturally 
is fond of him and very proud of the robustness 
and mental activity of his heir and the boy won 
real popularity among his future subjects by his 
happy ways. King Albert has constantly put him 
forward and the lad is frequently seen at public 
functions. He performed most graciously at the 
formal opening of the military school in Brus- 
sels, named after him, two years ago. The boy 
accompanies his father everywhere and has be- 
come used to gll the etiquette attending royal 
coremony.

VARIANCE IN TESTIMONY 
FREES JOHN H. OVERXLI. 


Word of Motorcycle Policeman 
Fails to Convict Man 
Charged With Speeding. 


Because there was variance yesterday 
in the testimony of John H. Overall, an 
attorney of 3673 West Pine boulevard, 
charged with automobile speeding on 
LAndell boulevard, last Sunday, and 
Motorcycle Policeman Burns, who ar- 
rested him, and with whom he had a 
struggle, Judge Kimmel of the Munici- 
pal Police Court discharged Overall, de- 
claring he would give the defendant 
the benefit of the doubt. 

Burns testified Overall was going be- 
tween thirty and thirty-five miles an 
hour when he fell in behind him at 
Boyle avenue, and that he was goihg 
25 miles an hour when he stopped and 
arrested Overall near Vandeventer ave- 
nue. Overall, Burns said, drove to the 
residence of Police Commissioner Maf- 
fitt after the arrest, without his per- 
mission, and that he had to restrain 
him from entering the Maffitt home. 

Overall testified he was driving only 
twelve to fifteen miles an hour; that 
he proposed to go to Maffitt’s home and 
that he thought the officer assented. 
He said when they reached Maffitt's 
residence, Burns seized him by the coat 
to prevent him from entering, and ia 
the struggle the coat was torn. Overall 
exhibited the torn coat in court. 

Judge Kimmel said the different views 
ef speed at which Overall was driving 
could not be determined from the tes- 
timeny and that it was probable that 
the policeman had consented to go to 
Maffitt’s. This the officer again vig- 
orously denied, but Judge Kimmel said 
he would give the benefit of the doubt 
to Overall.

He has the castle on his ancestral es- 
tate in Ireland, known as French Park, 
County Roscommon, and has there for- 
tified himself with armed keepers con- 
stantly watching the approaches. He 
seeks to defeat any effort that Lady 
de Freyne’s agents may make to serve

cut off his income. He resigned his 
commission and, coming to America, en- 
listed in the Highth United States In- 
fantry and was very soon promoted to 1 
sergeantcy. He served for a time at 
Fort Slocum, supporting himself wholly 
on his soldier’s pay, and then went with 
his regiment to the Philippines. 

His father died last September and the 
young man now has returned to En- 
gland.

. Decides There Is No 
Basis for Case Against 
F. P. McClellan.

Frank P. McClellan, a member of 
the Merchants’ Exchange, was ab- 
golved of the charge of embgzzie- 
ment yesterday when the case 
against him was dismissed on a mo- 
' tion by Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Bishop, who said he was not con- 
versant with all the facts when he 
issued an information against Mc- 
Clellan last Monday. 
When arrested at the Merchants’ 
Exchange, shortly after the infor- 
said 
there must have deen some mistake 
as he believed he had made a full 
_gettlement with John Buster of 
Grand View, Io., on whose complaint 
the accusation of embezlement was 
made. 

Buster alleged he shipped a con- 
 signment of grain and a consign- 
ment of hay to McClellan’s firm to 
be sold on commission. He said the 
shipments were sold, but the money 
received for them had not been for- 
warded to him. 

McClellan said he had sent a 
check to his attorney, L. A. Wind, 
to be turned over to Buster's attor- 
neys, Ferris and Rosskopf, in pay- 
ment of his indebtedness to Buster. 

Attorney Wind yesterday er- 
plained the transaction to Assistant 
Circuit Attorney Bishop, who at 
once agreed that there was no Dasis 
for an embezzlement: charge against 
McClellan. 

It was shown that when the check 
was submitted to Ferris and Ross- 
kopf they rejected it because it was 
drawn for only 3405 and not for $476, 
the full amount of Buster's claims. 

McClellan explained that when he 
decided to pay the #aim he instruct- 
ed a bookkeeper to make out a 
check covering all he owed Buster. 
In going over the accounts the book- 
keeper overlooked the amount owed 
om the shipment of hay and made 
out a check which covered only the 
shipment of grain. Bishop, in dis- 
missing the case, said it was appar- 
ent that McClellan intended to pay 
the full amount and was prevented 
from doing so by a clerical error.

serve supply of oxygen, and often, upon 
the boat’s depth in the sea. 

Carbon monoxide poisoning is the 
great terror of those who go down un- 
der the sea in ships. It is the same 
thing that kills in coal mine explosions 
and lighting and fuel gas accidents. Cer- 
tain combustion from fuel oils, such 
as kerosene, and even gasoline, liber- 
ate the deadly monoxide and it is 
breathed into the lungs. Gasoline is 
used in many modern submarines as 
the chief engine fuel. Because carbon 
monoxide kills small animals much 
quicker than it does men, some sub- 
marine crews take mice into their boats 
with them, the sudden death of the Iit- 
tle animals giving. a sure warning of 
peril. / 

Death itself is produced in substan- 
tially the same way both by carbon 
monoxide ‘poisoning and in asphyxta- 
tion from lack of oxygen, except that it 
is likely to be much quicker in the for- 
mer. The first symptom is headache, 
then blueness of the skin, giddiness, | 
stupor, unconsciousness and death. 
What happens is this: The blood ro- 
quires a certain amount of oxygen to 
burn away waste matter and vitalize 
its corpuscles. When the quantity of 
oxygen is diminished the percentage cf 
carbon dioxide in the lungs increases. 
The depth and frequency of the breath- 
ing increases. With the diminished. ox- 
idization of the blood the victim begins 
to: pant for fresh air. His memory be- 
gins to slip oogs.. Mercifully, however, 
he soon grows insensible to pain. It is} 
likely that his period of conscious suf- 


fering will be extremely short, if there

Coroner Declares Stranger Was

The body of a middle-aged man, who 
was murdered or killed ‘himself near 
Collinsville, lay in ‘a private morgue 
there last night, unidentified after hav- 
ing heen viewed by hundreds of persons. 
The ‘stamp ot St. Louis store on hits 
shoes is believed to indicate that he may 
have come from St. Louis. 

The body was found Friday evening 
near the Troy & Eastern Railroad track, 
two miles north of Collinsville, It lay 
in an easy position on one side, indicat- 
ing that it had been laid out by others.

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A motion for a new trial was filed 
yesterday .in Circuit Judge With- 
row’s court by attorneys for Mrs. 
Pauline Brunswick of 5060 Cates 
avenue, who lost her suit for $4125 
accident insurance on the life of her 
husband, William Brunswick, who 
died April 22 last after taking cya- 
nide of potassium. 3 

The attorneys, E. KE Sehn pp and 
Otto F. Karbe, designate as erro- 
neous Judge Withrow’s instructions 
to the jury that the burden of proof 
was upon the plaintiff to show her 
husband accidentally had taken the 
poison before she could recover on 
the policy. They contend the fact 
Brunswick took the poison and died 
from its effects should have been 
sufficient evidence to have construed 
his death as an accident under the 
law of Missouri, which declares sui- 
cide is not a bar to recovery and 
classes it the same as death by ac- 
cidental means, 

Suicide Verdict Excluded. 

The issue of Brunswick’s suicide 
was not presented to the jury, as 
the court excluded the Coroner’s 
verdict. that Brunswick ended his 
own life. This evidence was offered 
by Mrs. Brunswick’s counsel. They 
say the Court erred in ruling it out, 
as the absence of such evidence pre- 
vented an instruction to the effect 
shicide is an accident within the 
meaning of the Missouri law. 

If the trial court overrules the 
motion counsel said an appeal’ will 
be taken to Supreme Court on the 
ground Judge Withrow’s decision is 
in conflict with the law and the de- 
cisions of the Appellate Courts of 
the State. Mrs. Brunswick’s lawyers 
contend it made no difference 
whether Brunswick took poison by 
mistake or by design. The fact he 
took it and died from its effects, 
they say, is sufficient to permit his 
wife to collect on the accident 
policy. 

The defendant is the Standard Acci- 
dent Insurance Co. of Detroit, in which 
Brunswick took out an accident insur- 
ance policy in December, 1910, for $2500. 
The amount the widow, as beneficiary, 
sued for, included accumulations to 
which she asserts she was entitled. The 
company would not pay, maintaining 
that thé policy provided the insured

Dr. Toyokichi Iyenaga, professor of 
history at the Chicago University, 
said that “in the West two mighty

I am 
jconvinced that the Japanese race is 
in every respect on a par with the 
white, but the simple fact of the ex- 
istence Of ‘a difference in race be- 
tween them makes me welcome the 
dictim of ex-President Roosevelt that 
a Japanese emigration on a large 
scale should be avoided. 

The admixture of blood on a large 
scale between Japanese and Americans 
should be avoided for the good of both 
peoples. When naturalization is per- 
mitt@éd to the Japanese, as it should be 
in course of time, the most rigid quali- 
fications should be imposed, so that the 
Japanese should add strength to the 
American stock, as Germans, English, 
Irish and others have done. Such an 
undertaking, I believe, will take away 
the sharp edge of race prejudice against 
Japanese now existing on the Pacific 
Coast.“

periment now being conducted at the 
Bloomingdale asylum turns out as 
favorably as its initial stages have 
led the experimenters to believe it 
will, the world can rejoice over a 
momentous triumph of science, 

The Bloomingdale Asylum, at White 
Plains, cares for the insane and the 
mentally lame and halt. Many of the 
patients have been victims of paresis, 
hitherto regarded as an incurable 
malady, the afflicted usually dying 
within three years. 

For three months seven patients; 
representing as many stages of the 
disease, have been undergoing the 
new method of treatment. Not one 
has developed an unfavorable symp- 


tom, a striking improvement has been | 


noted in each and ultimate recovery 
of all is hoped for by the specialists 
who have the experiment in hand. 
Parasite in the Brain. 

* Paresis, commonly known as 
softening of the brain,” is known 
scientifically as general paralysis or 
paresis. 


these experiments, the disease is de- 
scribed as “incurable by any means 
now known to the medical profession, 
Those afflicted with it suffer gradual 
mental and physical decay. The very 
substance of the brain becomes 
changed. They usually live but a few 
years.” 

The brochure says that paresis is 
caused by a malignant form of blood 
poison which is itself a germ disease. 
In Ehrlich’s discovery of Salvarsen 
it was found that early stages of 
this blood poisoning could be con- 
trolled, that by the administration of 
ong-seventh of a fatal dose of arsenic 
the germs could be destroyed. But 
the later and more dangerous mani- 
festations of the disease, paresis and 
locomotor ataxia, restated all treat- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, Dr. Moore and Dr. Nogul- 
chi of the Rockefeller Institute had 
turned their attention to this subject, 
and, after an exhaustive study, found 
the parasite in the brain and deman- 
strated that general paralysis was due 
to action of the disease on the nervous 
system. 

Then was tried an injection of Sal- 
varsen into the veins, but it failed to 
reach the cerebro-spinal cavities, those 
remotély éGonn@éted with’ the general’ dite 
cufitidh, and ere Was no check to the 


disease, once it had taken hold of the 5 


brain and spinal cord— the 
oentral- nervous system“ 
Series of Experiments. 

Recently two other doctors of the 
Rockefeller Institute—Dr. Swift and Dr. 
Ellis—began another series of experi- 
ments, eventually to develop the method 
that is now being tried at the Bloom- 
‘ingdale Asylum=that of injecting Sal- 
varsen directly into the spinal canal. 

This is a description of the method 
employed 

“Salvarsen is injected into the arm 
of a‘ patient intravenuously, that is, 
into the veitis. One hour later about 
fifty cubic’ centimeters of blood are 
drawn from the opposite arm. This 
blood is allowed to clot im a tube. Sub- 
sequently about twelve centimeters of 
this serum is drawn off and diluted with 
18 cubic centimeters of a normal saline 
solution. The resultant 0 per cent so- 
lution is then heated for 30 minutes to 
A temperature of 56 degrees Centigrade 
And set aside for future use. 

In giving the injection what is known 
as a lumbar puncture is made in the 
region of the third or fourth lumbar 
vertebra, and enough of the cerebro- 
spinal fluid is drawn off to admit the 
injection without dangerous pressure. 
To prevent the forcing of the introspin- 
ous pressure above the danger point, 
the serum is allowed to flow in dy 
gravity.” 

To a correspondent for ‘the Post-Dib- 
patch, Dr. William L. Russell, super- 
intendent of the Bloomingdale Asylum, 
said that Dr. George S. Amsdem, who 
had charge of the seven paretics into 
whose spines the injections were made, 
had just sailed for Bermuda on a short 
vacation. Immediately before his de- 
parture for Bermuda, Dr. Amsdem had 
reported to the Rockefeller Institute on 
the condition of the seven paretics. The 
report had been received with great en- 
thusiasm. 

Records of the Patients. 

Dr. Russell read from the records 
of the patients the details of their 
improvement under the new method 
of treatment. One patient who was 
bedridden, emaciated, silent and irri- 
table, is now walking about, tract- 
able, talkative, and has gained 30 
pounds in weight. He is still insane, 
but Dr. Russell feels warranted in 
saying. that the treatment is gradu- 
ally lessening his insanity and that 
an eventual cure can be hoped for. 

The Rockefeller Institute has been 
tryin this treatment on victims of 
locomotor ataxia, but it has no facili- 
ties for the treatment of  paretics, 
and the outcome of the experiment 
at the Bloomingdale Asylum is being 
watched with keen interest. The reo- 
ords of the Rockefeller Institute 
show excedingly encouraging results 
of the treatment as applied to loco- 
motor ataxia. Even cases of long 
standing have yielded to the treat- 
ment. In one of 10 years’ standing, 
and where the patient had suffered 
from blood poigoning for 10 years, he 
so far improved under the treatment 
as to be able to return to work, re- 
quiring no further aid.

Senator Nelson declared that 6000 
farmers had gone from Minnesota, but 
that many of them were coming back, 

Smith also testified that he had been 
paid $1200 by “The United States Sugar 
Beet Industry’’ for a page on sugar 
beets that he had furnished to 1200 of 
nig customers free of charge, after they 
had expressed a desire to have it. In 
the beet sugar story printed there was 
said to be a statement telling. why 
Europe could produce sugar cheaper 
than America, and adding that “the 
present tariff on foreign sugar is nec- 
essary to enable American factories: to; 
continue high rates of wages and high 
prices to producers. The story was 
printed in 1912. 

Smith testifled that his association 
sent out matter free of cost tq pub- 
lishers, which was paid for by those 
interested in having it published. Under 
questioning by Senator Cummins, he de- 
clared he considered the business “ab- 
solutely legitimate.“

Later she entered Bryn Mawr and 
after five years recefved the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts and Master of 
Arts. She returned to Italy, the 
land for which she frequently e- 
pressed affection. 

Friend Describes Student. 

A friend, who knew Miss Giles 
when she was a pupil in the School 
of Design, spoke of her today: 

‘She was a spirituelle girl, with 
appealing dark eyes and dark curl- 
ing hair, when she attended the art 
school here,” she said. “She was dif- 
forent from most of the other stu- 
dents; not eccentric, but her life and 
interests seemed apart from that of 
most of the others. 

“Perhaps that was because she 
had spent much of her earlier life 
in Italy. She was always bringing 
the most wonderful art treasures to 
the school tq put into the still-lifes 
she painted. She spoke Italian like 
a native, often quoted Dante and 
Tasso and told of the lovely days ir 
Florence and Fiesole and somehow 
always brought to mind Elisabeth 
Barrett Browning and 
fof the cultivated circle of Americans 
and English folk who lived in Fior- 
once, 40 years ago.

“She was not inclined to make in- 
timate friends with anyone, although 
her manner was always simple and 
kindly’ and she generously shared 
the lovely things she possessed.

Of all professions that have been 
opening to women, poultry farming ix 
perhaps one of the healthiest, freest 
and pleasantest modes of earning an 
income. Large numbers are eagerly 
taking it up, and many of the biggest 
farms and agricultural colleges are of- 
fering special training in order that they 
may be better fitted to cope with the 
business side of the question and to hold 
their own against the keen competition 
to be faced both at home and abroad. 

Excellent work has been accomplished 
by several women of note, and each 
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‘wall sweating as it is a perpetual 
to the health of the fowls. 
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she is often able to produce the best 
material, she falls behind when it comes 
to selling her products, hence, with few 
exoeptions, nearly all the largest and 
most successful poultry farms, from a 
business point of view, are owned and 
managed by men and their names ap- 
pear more prominently before the pub- 
lic, 

It may not be, however, altogether 
inability on women’s part, but lack of 
business training which involves the 
knowledge of creating trade. But with 
the advantages offered nowadays to 
study the business thoroughly before 
starting, in a few years we may see 
women taking a much more prominent 
position in the poultry world and be- 
coming, in fact, rivals of men.

These disappointments might be cut 
down to a very few if more time were 
given te the formation of some plan or 
campaign for the sale of stock—to some 
method by which all the markets Shall 
be registered so the bulk of the stock 
is ready to catch the top prices, whether 
for exhibition or utility. No opportunity 
should be lost in making one’s name 
known all over the world as a thorough- 
ly reliable person or firm with which to 
deal.

Current Over Flats Also Proves 
to Be a Cure All for Ail 
ments of Poultry.

| High frequency currents have long 
been used by the medical profession with 
benéficial’ results, but until recently the 
mere fringe of the subject has been 
touched. Medical men have been con- 
tented with a comparatively lHmited 
range of application. It has been rer 
zerved for T. Thorne Baker to show 
what great. possibilities are inherent in 
the application or high frequency cur- 
rents to living things, writes the En- 
glish correspondent of the Solentine 
American. 

For some time Baker has investigated 
the effect of electricity upon the growth 
of bacteria and mosses, but his latest 
work, apart from its scientific interost, 
promises to have results of great oe) 
mercial importance. The latest experi- 
ments are concerned with the influence 
of high frequency currents upon the 
growth of chickens, and they are being 
conducted upon a truly colossal scale. 
Meeces farm, Poole, England, is probab- 
ly the greatest chicken farm in the 
world, and is the scene of these new ex- 
sei ease = 3 


w Current Used. 
On this. fare about 1000 chickens are 


helng grown under the Influence of the 
electric waves. The results are truly as- 
tonishing. The chickens live in flats 
and over the whole building is wound an 
insulated wire which is traversed by the 
high frequency currents. The apparatus 
presents distinct peculiarities from the 
outcome of numerous experiments: 

Careful adjustments have to be made 
of the various ¢lectrical quantities en- 
tering into the circuit before any effet 
is produced, but with a proper adjust- 
ment of the apparatus most marked ef- 
fects occur. 

Chickens living in the electrified flats 
reach, in five weeks, the normal weight 
of chickens three months old. And out 
of 400 chickens treated in this way only 
six, and those obviously doomed from 
birth, died. In view of the fact that a 
50 per cent death rate is usual at this 
period of the year, it will be seen that 
this result is sufficiently startling. 
Chickens so weak that they could not 
stand up, and who in the ordinary 
course would infallibly’ have died, have 
been put in the electrified flats and be 
come healthy and strong. It is not only 
that the output of a chicken “farm is 
doubled by this process, but a consider- 
able saving in food is effected. Only 
two-thirds of the usual quantity of food 
is required by the electrified chickens. 


They Give Off Sparks. 
The chickens are charged to such a 


high potential that a spark discharge 
occurs on presenting a finger to the 
beak. From the scientific point of view 
the most interesting part of this work 
is the theory which explains how high 
frequency currents stimulate growth in 
this way. Baker is of the opinion that 
the high frequency currents stimulate 
the blood circulation by lowering the 
viscosity of the blood. 

He has conducted experiments on the 
effect of high frequency currents on the 
flow of viscuous fluids, and he finds 
that the time of flow ig decreased. The 
viscuous fluid loses some of its viscosity 
and becomes more mobile. It is not at 
present known whether prolonged elec- 
trio action increases growth up to ma- 
turity, or whether itg whele effect is 
to cause thé maximum size to be sooner 
reached. In certain quarters the appli-

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Neat Extract Is Only Genuine Bank Notes

ten dollar bill 

A or are you a 
counterfeit?” 

“Ten dollars,” replied the 
banknote, just like that. 

For there are now bank 
notes that talk out loud. 
Counterfeits are dumb. 

Genuine bills made by the 

latest process will announce their de- 
nomination in plain words and in the 
language of the country in which they 
are issued. Thus in England a genuine 
five round note replies to your question: 

“Five pounds.” ; 

In France a real hundred franc note 
replies: Cent francs.” —_ 

In Italy a genuine twenty lire note 
answers: ‘Venti lire.” 

In Germany a good fifty mark note 
says: “Fuenzig mark.” 

In America a-genuine five dollar bill 
replies: Five dollars.“ 

Such bank notes are not yet in cir- 
culation, but it seems safe to predict 
that they will be before many years. 
They are the invention of A. E. Bawty 
an electrical engineer and chemist Tho 


is considered in England to be the great - 


est authority on bank notes. He is a 
terror for forgers and it is to him that 
bankers have recourse when the genuine 
ness of a note is in doubt. 

It was at the recent meeting of the 
British Association that he described 
the method of defeating counterfeiters 
and making bank notes inimitable. His 
English patent is No. 28,763 A. D. 1910. 
It describes. bank notes having edges 
serrated in a way that appear irregular 
but that really correspend to certain de- 
termined sound waves, and further de- 
scribes the construction of small phono- 
graphs which make audible the sounds 
corresponding to these waves. 

The present English banknotes have 
three rough edges, due to their being 
printed on sh of paper the size of 
two of-the notes. The sheets are cut in 


two, hien gives one smooth edge and 
three edges bearing all the irregularities 
of the original paper, like the rough 
edges found on the unfolded sides of the 
pages of uncut books. Mr. Bawtree con- 
ceived the idea of systematizing these 
irregularities. 

By means of a photographic ‘process he 
obtained matrices of tlre edges whieh 
/with their zigzag curves, represent pre- 
cisely the line traced by the stylus of a 
phonograph on which the words “Five 
pounds,” for example, have been regis- 
tered. By means of a simple machine it 
is easy to reproduee these zigzags and 
curves upon the edges of the paper on 
which bank notes are to be printed. 
Thus each note would have edges which 
ave a facsimile of the photographic reo- 
ord of the words that express its de- 
nomination. 

To make these words audible Mr. Baw- 
tree has devised two different machines. 
One consists of a very simple gramaphone, 
the stylus of which follows the sinous- 
ities of the edge of the bank note, when 
this is passed through it. and speaks the 
corresponding words sufficiently loud to 
be heard by the observer who ‘places the 
flexible tubes to his ears. In the other 
apparatus the observer blows into a tube 
and the air, penetrating a sounding box 
through the sinuosities of the edges of 


the bank note, which is inserted between 


two metallic leaves, produces puffs of 
which the frequency and intensity cor- 
respond to predetermined sound waves 
and reproduce the desired words. If the 
note remains mute or the issuing sounds 
are meaningless it is a counterfeit...

Coolidge X. Rays 


ILLIAM DAVID COOLIDG, 
electrical inventor, has dis- 
covered an ertirely > new 
method of producing X-rays.- 

r. Coolidge, whe is employed in the Gen- 
5 Electric Co.’s laboratories, has been 


Working in secret on the new ray for 


three years. He has so far perfected. but 
two tubes. His method of manufacturing 
the ray differs from the old one and en- 
ables bim to secure such efficiency in 
control and application that the greatest 
benefits to therapeutics are expected as 
soon as the technique of the ey is thor- 
oughly understood. 


The Coolidge ray will not cheapen the 


cost of production any, but it will en- 
able X-ray operators to contro] the pow- 


er they wish to administer absolutely, 


whereas before it was impossible to gauge 
the amount that would generated or 


to direct it. In the old X-ray tubes the 5 
cathode and the anode, the terminals, 
were of different materials. Mr. Cool- 


idge has found that better results are had 
by the use Of tungsten throughout, and 
that ductile tungsten, likewise a recent 


discovery, is best for the work. The . 


‘anode in the Coolidge tube is of heavy 
tungsten, while the cathode is of light 
tungsten, like the filament in a tungsten 
lamp. By exhausting all the gases in 
the tungsten the filaments are heated to 
incandescence and the ray is generated. 
In the new tube there is no fluorescence.

Anesthesia 55 Pressure on Areas in che 


Mouth, 2 New Discovery 


his professional brethren of a 
remarkable discovery by which 
anesthesia can be produced in any part 
of the body by pressure upon nerve cen- 
ters in the mouth, nose and throat. Be 
fore an invited group of physicians he 
demonstrated on a large number of pa- 
tients. 
The method was the same in each in- 
stance: An ordinary metal probe tippéd 
with absorbent cotton was applied with

varying degrees of pressure to one or 


another of three hundred points or areas 
within the mouth, pharynx or nose. The 
period of ‘pressure also varied with the 
case. In some instances the cotton tip 
of the probe was dipped in a weak tri- 
chloracetic acid, an agent known to the 
profession. 

The cases ran a wide gamut of human 
ills. Among others there was a woman 
with an acute abscess in the inner ear, 
a man with an ulcerated jaw; a sore 
throat, with accompanying hoarseness, 
an aggravated tumor, an eyeball into 
which a fragment of steel had penetrat- 
ed. In each instance the probe was ap- 
plied, the locality for operation anes- 
thetized and the patient there and then 
treated. On this page, the doctors who 
witnessed the operations describe what 
occurred. 


The demonstration so far had shown 
the practical application of Dr. Fitz- 
Gerald’s method. He next proceeded to 
prove that he could influence through 
probe pressure in the same locality, 
various organs of the body and specified 
zones in the arms and legs. For this 
purpose patients were brought~in from 
the hospital wards and physicians pres- 
ent were asked to write on paper the 
parts of the anatomy they desired to see 
affected. 

Dr. FitzGerald read the slips, passed 
them over to the attendant nurse and 
applied the probe. The subject was asked 
to state whether or not he felt any unus- 
ual sensation and if so to explain and 
localize it. In each instance it was 
described as a feeling of warmth or ‘of

Gerald modestly explained that his meth 
od was now before his colleagues of the 
profession, that he made no claims be- 
yond the fact that by its use he had 
succeeded in producing results that were 
satisfactory. If a field for investigation 
and development seemed thereby to have 
opened, his colleagues were free to pro- 
ceed—or, on the other hand, to dismiss 
the matter. 
All the physicians present made state- 
ments of what they saw. The following 
statement by Dr. Stuart Reed is typical: 
saw Dr. FitzGerald demonstrate his 
new method in the clinic. By a pressure 
exercised upon an area in the back of 
the pharynx he controlled the posterior 
surface of the body. Pressure on the an- 
terior wall of the pharynx controlled the 
anterior surface of the body. By pres- 
sure of a certain area the anesthesia 
was produced in the eye. Pressure on 
another area, and the mouth, the side 
of the face, and skull were brought un- 
der control. 

“The sensations caused by’ pressure on 
these several areas were described by 
the patients themselves as being like a 
glow. They felt warmer in the areas 
which were *anesthetized. Some of the 


patients described it as a tingling sensa 


tion. They all claimed that before the 
demonstration there was no noticeable 
sensation in the area, 

“The first case shown was that of a 
patient with a supposed cancer beneath 
the angle of the jaw on the left side. 
The history of the case as given by the 
patient, and verified by Dr. FitzGerald, 
was that the growth had been the size 
of a baseball when he first saw the pa- 
tient. At the time of the demonstration 
the growth was no larger than an egg. 

“By touching certain areas in the 
mouth and throat the area at the side 
of the neck covered by the growth was

controlled, and the pain ceased and did 
not return for some time. Similar re- 
sults had been obtained 6n each occa- 
sion when Dr. FitzGerald had sought to 
relieve the patient. Under this treat- 
ment the patient said that he had been 
able to discontinué liquid food and was 
then eating solid food with relish. His 
general health and appearance had great- 
ly improved and he was hopeful of re- 
covery. 

“Another case was that of a patient 
with a sore throat who was also very 
hoarse. The hoarseness was almost com- 
pletely relieved by Dr. FitzGerald in 10 


minutes, and it did not return for more 


than an hour. 

“TIT am inclined to think that Dr. Fitz- 
Gerald has discovered something which 
opens up a new and vast fleld in medical 
research.

“I believe 
gets out a series of charts which will 
bring this method within the grasp of 
the great body of physicians and sur- 
geons its utility will be more marked.” 

Obviously, the profession will want 
further evidence of the success of the 
method, for it is well always to work 
slowly in accepting innovations.
